Most of the Germans had retired to 
the refer lines. There was some hand 
to hand fighting however, w ith Ger­ 
mans who had been left in the dug­ 
outs and a num ber of these were k ill­ 
ed and wounded. 
The Americans re­ 
turned w ithout the loss of a man, hav­ 
ing spent 15 minutes within the en­ 
emy lines. 


Elsewhere the German raids are be­ 
coming more numerous and stronger. 
Heavy bombardments 
now 
precede 
each German attem pt to penetrate the 
Entente positions, although an engage­ 
ment of battle proportions is probably 
not far distant.

At a recent congress of the German Conservative par* 
ty General \ on Leihert was the principal speaker, repre­ 
senting the war party of Germany. In his speech he aid 
in p a r t: 


hor us the re is only one principle lo he followed, and 
we must recognise no other. W e hold that Might is Right. 
\ \ t must know neither sentiment, humanity, considera­ 
tion, nor compassion." 
This is the foundation of German Kultur and logic. 
and if this system prevails mankind will go hack to the 
lowest form of savagery, for if Might u Right no laws for 
the protection of the weak are 
possible; 
in fact, there 
would he no law except the will of the strong. 
He says further in his speech: "We will incorporate 
Courland and bring into our own population <>0,000,000 
Russians. 
* 
* \\ c must have belgium and the 
north of I' I anre. 
I he curse <»t God is upon the 
people, which is as ungodly as it is infamous. * 
France must be made to pay until she is bled white. 
I say we must have a strong peace." 
Af government and a people who pvopogato such 
.sentiment deserve nothing but complete humiliation and 
to be made to beg for that mercy which they deny to all, 
even women .and children, 
I here will he no peace iii the 
world, at least not a German peace, while the Prussian 
helmet rules in that country. W e think it strange that a 
people whom we formerly thought to be of the highest 
civilization, and the leader in the arts and science, should 
become savages, and wre look back in history for the cause. 
The Prussian State was formed by Frederick the 
Qreat. We also find that the ruling family of ( wrmanv to­ 
day is only following the propaganda as expressed by 
Frederick. Among some of his teachings we quote : “One 
takes where one can, one is wrong only when one is oblig­ 
ed to give hack." 
No ministers at home T ut clerks. 
No ministers 
abroad hut spies." 
Form alliances only in order to sow animosities 
He also advises the breaking of treaties when it is to 
the advantage of Prussia, 
i hose are the teachings from 
which tile Kaiser gets Iiis inspiration. 
We have a bronze statue of Frederick the < Teat stand 
ing in front of the war office in W ashington, a gift to the 
nation from the present Kaiser, a few years ago, after tin 
v isit of his brother. Prince Henry, over whom we made 
ourselves ridiculous, as he was a German spy sent here 
to get information for the use of the German Staff 
. Congress even made an appropriation to entertain 
him, and our officials saw that he missed nothing. 
If we allow' this statue of Frederick the Great to stand 
we honor German brutality. It should be removed at once 
and there are many who think that it would he a benefit if 
made into bullets and these used for the execution of < ice­ 
man spies. 
This country through its President ask< for no ter­ 
ritory, nor indemnity, but only to he allowed to live as a 
free people under a democratic form of government, and 
this we will have if it takes the last man and the last dollar.

A Debt to the Snow 


Now that bright spring days have come and the dis­ 
comfort of zero weather and impassable snow drifts be­ 
gins to recede among the memories that we only bring out 
to punctuate unusual experiences, we are feeling a little 
kinder toward that winter of 1917-18. 
Especially when we stop to remember that the snow 
which delayed transportation, blocked roads and made 
walking difficult was the same snow which blanketed our 
wheat fields and protected our soil. 
Scientific authorities pronounce snow an agricultural 
resource and however much harm and inconvenience it 
may have caused in the cities, to farmers it was an a<set 
in a season of late planting*. The importance of snow in 
the early growth of winter wheat in regions where the 
winters are severe is well known. 
Scientists tell us that wheat requires a temperature of 
about 40 degrees to germinate, and, while it does not grow 
at a lower temperature, the plants inhale oxy gen and ex­ 
hale carbonic-acid gas throughout the winter. 
Besides serving as a blanket, a covering of snow pre­ 
vents evaporation from the soil and prevents winter w iuds 
from tearing the dormant vegetation. 
All over Fayette county there are fields where wheat, 
late in planting, seems well rooted aud promises all that 
can he expected at this early season, and the fact that thee 
have come through so severe a winter to carpet the earth 
in green fields and later pour out golden grain for the feed­ 
ing of the world, is largely due to its protective covering 
of the snow.
